CHIEF JUSTICE CHASE. 


Appearance of the Remains--Arrange- 
ments for the Funeral-The Pall 
Bearers — Action of the Courts 
Throughout the Country. 

New Yorx, May 8.—Large numbers of the 
friends of Mr. Chase called at the house of Mr. 
Hoyt, his son-in-law, last night and this morn- 
ing, desiring to take a last look at the remains 
and to offer a word of condolence to the mourn- 
ers. « 

The face presents a natural appearance, and 
no token of acute suffering is percepable. A 
smile still lingers about the features, as though 
he had passed away with a pleasant thought and 
without : 

For a week preceding his death, Chief Justice 
Chase had been in the habit of constantly read- 
ing, or having read to him, a work called ‘‘The 
Worth of the Soul, and Other Sermons.” 

The following gentlemen have been thus far 
chosen to act as pall-bearers: John J. Cisco, 
Gen. Sherman, William M. Evarte, Hamilton 
Fish, Gen. I. McDowell, Hiram Barney, Gideon 


Welles, Charles O’Conor, Willfam Cullen Bryant, 


and Caleb Cushing. 

It is understood that Mr. Chase was worth, at 
the time of his death, from $150,000 to $200,000- 
In his will, made about two years ago, he be- 
queathed a considerable sum to Dartmouth Col- 
lege and the university for colored people at 
Worthington, O. It is not known, however, 
whether the terms of this will have been changed 
by later codicils. 


The remains of Chief Justice Chase will lie in 


St. George’s Church in this city, from 8 a. m. to 
1 p. m. on Saturday.

TRANSPORTATION AND THE TARIFF. 
Readers of Taz Tarsune will recall a series of 
articles which have been presented from time to 
time in these columns, directing the attention of 
the farmers in particular to the important part 
which the protective tariff plays in the transpor- 
tation question. These articles have taken up

According to the law 
of Louisiana, the election returns must be 
counted by a Returning Board of five mem- 
bers. There were two vacancies in this Board as 
constituted,—one on account of candidature for 
office, which was a disqualification, and one by a 
removal from the office of Acting-Seoretary of 
State, by virtue of which office Mr. Herron held 
his place on the Returning Board. Herron, 
after having been removed as Acting-Secretary of 
State, organized an independent Returning Board, 
which declared Mr. Kellogg elected, although 
no legitimate election-returns came before this 
Board. The regular Board declared Mr. Mo- 
Enery elected, after having canvassed the 
returns. Both factions proceeded to organize a 
government. Thereupon the Kellogites applied 
tothe United States Court for an injunction 
against the McEnery party, which Judge Durell 
granted, in defiance of the Constitution, the law, 
and all precedents. Upon informal application 
to the President, Gen. Grant gave orders that 
Judge Durell should be sustained, and Gen. 
Emory, in command of the United States 
troops at New Orleans, was commanded to 
use his forces to enforce the injuno- 
tion. Thus provided with a show of authority 
and the power of bayonets at the back of it, the 
Kelloggites secured the possession of the State- 
House, the Legislature was organized, and one 
of its first measures was to reorganize the Su- 
preme Court of the State with material favor- 
able to the Kellogg faction. It was only after 
this had been done that the Kellogg faction went 
into a State court, according to law, and they 
were there sustained. In other words, the Kel- 
logg faction first organized outside of and con- 


published in the last number of the Nation,
